V i e t n a m e s e regulars was 
claimed by the Americans to be 
at its height in 1967, they esti- 
mated 8,000 a month entering 
South Vietnam. 


Their army trucks carry 24 


soldiers, Just 12 trucks a day 
could carry more than 8,000 sol- 
diers a month, if that's the way 
they went south in 1967. 


Some of the soldiers rode bi- 


cycles of Chinese and local 
manufacture. 


They decorated their vehicles 


with small bouquets of plastic 
flowers. Their bearing was 
alert, I could not talk with 
them, Weapons were not lit evi-

Questions about the sUo of 


North Vietnam's armed forces 
and about forces Hanoi has sent 
south were turned aside uninfor* 
matively.

A million North Vietnamese 


have seen the People's Army 
exhibition at Hanoi. It is devot- 
ed to the successful 1940-54 war 
to drive out the French, and to 
the struggle since 19G4 with the 
United States. 


For this event, which opened 


last December, the army gath- 
ered an imposing array of mod- 
ern 
weaponry and lined the 


hardware up at the far side of 
an open square, facing four pa- 
villions. The armament extend- 
ed for hundreds of yards.

MIG21 and two MIG22s 


were parked in a row at the ex- 
hibition entrance gate. The line- 
up continued with artillery of 
various dimensions up to 155 
millimeter.

Soviet technicians in business 


suits are frequent guests at ho- 
tels run by Vletnamtourlsin, a 
state company. But I saw no 
guest who looked like a military 
or civilian representative of Red 
China. The Chinese maintain 
their own guest quarters. 


Last February 22, on the 52nd 


anniversary of the Soviet armed 
forces, Soviet diplomats gave a 
reception in Hanoi. All foreign 
missions attended except the 
Had Chinese.
